Wed First In Germany 
Little is known of Von Nobel’s 
early life. A Prussian who styled 
himself a count and kin of Prus­ 
sian nobility, his claims were nev­ 
er substantiated bv any 
of 
his 
three 
families. 
Impatient of re­ 
strain. he led an adventurous life 
that brought him 
repeatedly 
to 
clashes with the law. 
Stern 
as 
the Prussian military Junkers aris­ 
tocracy that lie so much admired, 
he could also be charming. 
An 
uncontrolable 
temper 
for 
which he often apologized after a 
violent 
outburst, 
a passion for 
speeding his automobile, a know­ 
ledge of ranching and husbandry, a 
habit of guntoting, 
unfriendliness 
toward the neighbors and gracious­ 
ness as a host, were characteristics 
which his neighbors attributed to 
Henry von Nobel. The former Mil­ 
waukeean 
operated a 7.000 acre 
ranch

former Mrs. Milton O. Kaiser of 
Milwaukee. 
He was called “The Count” be­ 
cause of his claim to be descended 
from Prussian nobility. Behind his 
hack he was known as “The Flying 
Dutchman” because of his habit of 
piloting his big convertible coupe 
at breakneck speed along the dusty 
back roads near his ranch. Settlers 
breathed easier when he bud pass­ 
ed. 
Von Nobel w a s not popular in the 
vicinity; whenever possible lie was 
avoided because of bis temper, aft­ 
er several displays of it had been 


witnessed. 
Relations between the 
rancher and the Indians and set­ 
tlers quickly became strained after 
his 
arrival. 
Yet he was usually 
apologetic and an gry with himself 
after an outburst of temperament. 
Usually Carried Gun 
He habitually carried a big re­ 
volver in a holster, and was known 
more than once to have threatened 
businessmen with it in a fit of rage 
over some misunderstanding. 
In 
riding his range, expensively attir­ 
ed in riding clothes and chaps, he 
carried field glasses and a carbine, 
explaining he was on the lookout 
for wolves, 
bobcats and rustlers 
who molested 
his 
prize Herford 
cattle. 
To a friend in this vicinity Von 
Nobel once voiced contempt for the 
farmers and settlers who he knew 
had doubted the success of 
his 
ranching venture in the scrubby 
cutover land. 
He insisted it was 
wonderful grazing laud and would 
say; 
“Ach, those who would tell me 
howr to run 
my 
business, 
they 
know nothing." 
Know ledge Respected 
To a few whom he liked he was 
gracious and hospitable, 
and 
to 
those who were invited into the 
ranch home east of Wabeno 
he 
was a generous host. 
A 
former 
Prussian army officer himself, he 
admired the strict military disci­ 
pline which a son by his tirst m a r­ 
riage was receiving in Nazi Ger­ 
many, but lie was careful not to 
become involved in arguments over 
the merits of the Hitler regime. 
However 
unpopular 
Von Nobel 
was, his neighbors 
respected 
his 
knowledge of ranching and 
hus­ 
bandry. 
They knew that in recent 
months 
he 
was living under a 
strain and predicted 
his 
violent 
temper might force him to some 
rash act. A dozen or more of his 
valuable cattle recently starved to 
death, and the rest of the 1866 head 
are said to have been neglected in 
the last few’ weeks.

Von Nobel persuaded his third 
wife to invest $40,000 of her 
in­ 
heritance from her first husband 
in a 7.000 acre cattle ranch

r . E R N E ST H. WILKINS, president of 
Oberlin College, 
has form ulated five 
plans for participation of th e United States 
in world affairs and submitted th em to the 
Senate C om mittee on Foreign Affairs with 
the succinct observation th a t “ the United 
States cannot fiddle neutrality while Rome 
burns.” Dr. Wilkins was a m e m ber of the 
W ar Personnel Board and director of Y. 
M. C. A. w ork during th e World War. 
His plans are: A defensive alliance with 
Great Britain and the Dominions; and in­ 
ternational League of Democracies; join­ 
ing th e present League of 
Natious; 
cre­ 
ation of and participation in a new League 
of Nations; an All-American League of Na­ 
tions. 
Dr. W ilkins favors one of the first four 
plans and all his argum ents for them ("w e 
can either run the world or 
run 
away 
from it” ) ignore the one point that 
al­ 
ways has and probably always will hold 
the United States back from 
such 
alli­ 
ances: 
Policing th e world with ships and men 
against a thousand imminent and potential 
squabbles, 
invasions, 
aggressions, 
and 
bullying tyrannies which do not 
involve 
our interests or th reaten our shores

REPORTING ROAD CONDITIONS 


(M arquette M illing Journal) 
T he public’s experience with sto rm s in 
th e upper peninsula d u r in g tho last two 
weeks b rought attention to tho 
im p o rt­ 
ance of spreading w arn in g s as promptly 
as possible when it becomes known that 
a heavy snowfall or blizzard is a p p ro a c h ­ 
ing or when, because of a rapidly falling 
b a ro m e ter or other w ea ther 
conditions, 
th e re is reason to believe th a t traffic diffi­ 
culties a re close at hand. 
The s to rm s also served to prove Hie im ­ 
portance of keeping tho public accurately 
in form ed about highway conditions during 
the progress of a blizzard. It should 
be 
obvious to sta te and county highway offi­ 
cials th a t they can give th e public valuable 
and much-appreciated service 
and 
save 
their plow ing crews a lot of grief, if they 
use all th e facilities at their com m and to 
broadcast butte tin s on w ea th er and road 
conditions d u rin g periods of emergency. 
T h e re a re three radio stations in the u p ­ 
per peninsula and the district is well sup­ 
plied w ith newspapers. County and state 
highway executives should m a k e the best 
possible use of all of th em as a m atte r of 
public protection. One or tw o reports in 
24 hours .ire not sufficient. During and 
after heavy storms, when 
all 
plowing 
eq u ip m en t is operating, conditions change 
hourly an d th e public should get up-to-the- 
m inute information. 
When a severe storm sweeps the upper! 
peninsula, tying up traffic on its 
tru n k ! 
roads, s ta te highway officials would 
do 
well to send out periodic 
bulletins, 
by 
phone or telegraph, not only to ti. P. news­ 
papers an d radio stations, but to radio s ta ­ 
tions in Green Bay, Milwaukee, Chicago 
and Detroit. These stations

would be glad to use such

W ashington— T h ere’s a definite chance 
that 
P ennsylvania’s 
brash 
governor, 
G eorge H. E arle 3rd. 
w hose 
personal 
charade of President R oosevelt once cau s­ 
ed so much 1940 talk, w ill find h im self 
being hauled by th e political w olves 
iii 
the reasonably near future. 
Senator Joseph F. G uffey, the satrap of 
P ennsylvania’s dem ocracy, 
is 
seriously 
considering lettin g 
lieutenant 
governor 
Thom as K ennedy run against Earle in an 
open prim ary for 
th e 
Dem ocratic 
sen ­ 
atorial nom ination. K ennedy is secretary- 
treasurer of the U nited M ine workers, and 
he has the pow erful backing of John 
L. 
L ew is and the CIO. 
S enator Guffey’s control of his sta te is 
founded squarely on his alliance with Mr. 
Lewis, plus the c a p t u r e of 227,000 negro 
voters. Senator Guffey cannot afford 
to 
offend Mr. Lewis, w ho has now 
in tim ated 
that, if Mr. K e n n e d y is given the succes­ 
sion to Senator G u ffey ’s incumbent 
R e ­ 
publican colleague, “ P u d d le r Jim " Davis, 
he will be content. 
Governor Earle, on th e other hand, h a s 
lately lost s tre n g t h noticeably in the state. 
T he gigantic p at ro n a g e pie of state jobs 
which he shared o u t has earned him little 
gratitude, since m ost of th e credit w ent to 
Sen ato r Guffey. 
His im personation of President R oose­ 
velt has begun to pall. 
And some m o n th s 
ago he offended th e w a r veterans by 
an 
indiscreet r e m a rk in an oration written for 
him by a friend an d u n r e a d before 
deliv­ 
ery. Moreover, th a t distinguished 
dip lo ­ 
mat, Anthony J. Drexel Biddle, Jr., has r e ­ 
placed the governor as Democratic check- 
drawer-in-chief. 
A SENATOR IN DIFFICULTIES 
The conflicting 
claim s 
of 
Governor 
E arle and L ie u ten an t G overnor 
Kennedy 
began giving Sen ato r Guffey a headache a 
good many m o nths ago. Earle, who 
had 
contributed m any th o u s a n d s of dollars to 
th e Guffey machine an d served it well at 
Harrisburg, was foreclosed from a n o t h e r 
crack a t the governorship by Pennsylvania 
i law. Therefore, h e had to be allowed 
bis 
choice at th e s e n ato rsh ip in November. 
T h a t seemed to leave Senator 
Guffey 
tile choice of satisfying Mr. Kennedy with 
t h e governorship or ru n n i n g for the gov­ 
ernorship himself, resigning from the s e n ­ 
ate, and then ap p o in tin g Mr. Kennedy to 
his vacant seat. T h e choice was 
u n co m ­ 
fortable, since S e n a t o r Guffey 
did 
not 
want to leave t h e s e n a te for Harrisburg, 
while letting Mr. K e n n e d y take over 
at 
H arris b u rg m eant p u tti n g in tit*' power of 
a m ere ally the 2 7.000 state jobs co ntroll­ 
ed by th e governor. 
Since th e practical claims of Mr. K e n ­

PEN NHY EVA NI A’S QUIRKS 
An open prim ary would be a revolution­ 
ary d e p a rtu re from th** hitherto prevail­ 
ing system of D emocratic nominations in 
Pennsylvania. By a peculiar custom in the 
state, the Democratic sta te committee a l ­ 
ways meets at ab o u t this time 
in 
th e 
w in te r before an election, to pick official 
candidates. Thus unofficial aspirants a r e 
eith er frightened o u t of the primaries 
or 
put at a hopeless disadvantage. 
If th e scheme now being played 
with 
goes through, no one will be indorsed for 
the senate place at th e sta te 
committee 
meeting, which will ta k e place durin g the 
next tw o weeks. At th e same time, 
Mr 
Lewis and Mr. K e n n e d y will be informed 
th at Mr. K ennedy will have enough o rg a n ­ 
ization support in t h e p rim a ry to put him 
over. Senator G uffey’s labor allies will he 
pleased, while g o v ern o r E arle 
will 
lie 
eased overboard in th e gentlest and most 
refined m an n er possible. 
Of course. S en ato r Guffey 
will 
deny 
that, if an open p r im a ry is tried, th e 
in­ 
te ntion will be to get rid 
of 
Governor 
Earle. Nevertheless, a n open prim ary will

Epidemic of Disease Is 
Threat to County, 
Lanting Says 


A m easles 
epidem ic 
threatens 
D elta county, to 
a 
greater 
or 
lesser degree depending on the 
am ount 
of 
cooperation betw een 
fam ilies, physicians, schools and 
health 
departm ent 
to 
stop 
its 
spread, Dr. R oelof L anting, health 
departm ent director, said yester­ 
day.

cases, of which only 
five 
have 
been officially reported, 
as 
re­ 
quired by law of the physician or 
parent. 
Th ere w ill be m any m ore cases, 
and probably sev eral d ea th s Dr.

u n k n o w in g ly has 
been exposed, 
isolates 
himself 
Immediately upon 
becoming 
ill 
with 
sym ptom s 
resem bling 
a 
“ com m on cold” . 
T h ese 
coryzal 
sy m p to m s persist for several days 
before th e occurrence of tho skin 
eru p tio n 
an d 
it 
is during this 
ea rly stage th a t th e 
disease 
is 
most contagious. 
A week a fte r th e beginnin g of

Chicken pox is dan­ 
gerous because of the difficulty in 
differentiating it from sm allpox. 
M easles should not be confused 
w ith German m easles or so called

and 
Mackinac counties 
have had seven hundred cases of 
m easles in the past three m onths 
and all of the counties in the vi­ 
cinity are reporting a few cases at 
present. Cases or suspects should 
be reported to the D elta County 
H ealth Unit by those responsible 
for the care of the case. A nyone 
from an infected household who 
has had the disease m ay com e and 
go as usual, but those w ho have 
not had the disease should be iso­ 
lated for two 
w eeks 
after 
ex­ 
posure. If it is desirable to n ullify 
or tem porarily

sease after exposure, th is can be 
done by physicians by the use of 
im m une serum given at the ap­ 
propriate tim e.

W ashington, D. C.— Legislation 
to permit States borderin g on the 
Great Lakes to enter a compact 
for uniform regulation of fishing 
in those waters is scheduled 
to 
come up for a vote in Congress 
on F eb ru a ry 21, it was 
learned 
today. 
T h e m e asure would perm it the 
Great Lakes states to m a k e jo in t 
regulations for fishing and to set 
up such enforcem ent agencies as 
a r e necessary. 
No federal 
appropriation 
is 
provided for in th e bill nor would 
one be needed to carry th e 
plan 
into effect. 
Any regulations adopted would 
be done with th e consent of 
the 
States themselves, and no State 
need be bound by th e regulations 
if it did not so desire. 
T he bill bas been favorably re­ 
ported by th e house com m ittee on 
m erchant m a rine 
and 
fisheries 
and is expected to meet with little 
opposition on th e floor of Con­ 
gress. 
E n actm en t of the m easure

backed by num erous conservation 
agencies on the grounds th a t
